ing teller of the Cential Bank of this city, placed a revolver 
to the right side of his head at four o'clock this morning, atj 
the home of Hugh M, Camsion, his father-in-law, at

East Eighteenth street and inflicted a wound which, about 
an hour later, resulted in his death, 


The missile fiom the revolver, which was found beside the 


couch on which he was lying, forced its way thiough the

water front of Oakland, from the 
southern line of Berkeley to the 
northern line of Alameda, will be 
developed so as to permit ship and 
rail to meet over a distance of 
more than 9000 feet on the west- 
ern water front. 
Along this line 


the great ships of commerce com- 
ing from the Orient and from the 
Occident will be enabled-to make 
connection with three transconti- 
nental 
railways, 
namely 
the 


Southern Pacific, the .Santa Fe 
and the Western Pacific. With 
the western water front developed 
by private enterprise 
and the 


estuary developed by national 
and municipal enterprise, 
Oak- 


land will be able to furnish to the 
world more than twenty miles of 
developed water front, where ship 
and rail meet at deep water.

the family that the remains "be not re- 
moved from the scene of the tragedy. 
Deed Causes Surprise 


The deed was a surprise to all the 


members of the household, notwithstand- 
ing that it had been known the unfor- 
tunate man tad, for some time past, suf- 
fered from the effects of too heavy men- 
tal demands, by means 
of 
overwork, 


being made upon a system which was 
nervous in the extreme. 


As a consequence o£ this close applica- 


tion to business, according to the story 
of the family of the deceased. Mr. Rugg 
was bioken physically as well as tempera- 
mentally, and for a week past was rest- 
ing at the home of his father-in-law and 
tv-is upon the point of starting upon a 
vacation. In the mountains, in which he 
was to have been the guest of a woodman 
who had already arranged to house him 
in a comfortable manner, to afford him 
a chance to indulge in Invigorating ex- 
ercise and recreation and, at the same 
time, distract hts mind from tho en- 
grossments of business. 


AH of Rugg's luggage was packed and 


the start was to have been made within 
f. few days. Among the articles in the 
outfit was a revolver, with which the 
deed was done. 


The outfit for the camping- season In 
IB. mountains was purchased in tills city. 


It consisted of fishing tackle, 
clothing- 


suited to the hard lift in the woods, cook- 
ing utensils, a variety of articles for di- 
version .and the revolver which. In a. 
-special manner, attracted the attention 
of his wife. 


When the weanon was shown the lat- 


ter, she,Inquired what was his purpose 
In taking such an article. She suggested 
that he take, a gun, but the husband re- 
plied that tfie country Into which ho was 
going was a rough one ,and there might 
be tovgh people there and he wanted to 
be (n a condition to protect himself. The 
wife nc-ver thought at-tho time that th« 
weapon would be used in a manner which 
was thoroughly foreign to the expressed 
purpose of the husband. 
The incident 


was banished from the inlnd if the wo- 
man for the reason that while she know 
her husband was in mental distress, she 
never had been able to notice any Indi- 
cation that he contemplated splf-destnic- 
Uon.

Tries to Borrow Money 


So far as known, there was no busi- 


ness matter which would impel Ilugg to 
kill himself, notwithstanding that it is 
known that, about ten months ago, he 
sought to borrow $2000 from A. Olander, 
of 3S£-st Oakland. 
At that time, Rugg 


called on Mr. Olander, at his nlace ot 
business on East Twelfth street, near 
Thirteenth avenue, and made the proposi- 
tion referred to, stating at' the time, that 
lie was the president of the California 
Lithographic Company of San Francisco. 
He explained his request for the loan on 
the ground that ha was 
desirous of 


keeping the stock of the concern In a 
few hands and did not want it to ?o 
around in an indiscriminate manner. He 
offered as security the endorsement of 
Hugh II. Cameron, hia father-in-law, who 
has been In the real estate business in 
this city for many years. B«l.ln the 
latter, there was also offered, the back- 
ing of cine of tho largest lumber dealers 
In this city. After considering- the prop- 
osition for some time, Mr.' Olander did 
not see his way to extend the accommo- 
dation

cording to the statement ot R H. Giles, 
who is the vice-president of Use com- 
pany ot which the 
deceased 
was the 


president, there was nothing In tne af- 
fairs of the concern that would explain 
the tragic ending. Mr. Giles called at the 
Cameron home this morning and was 
deeply atccted. 
Unable to Sleep 


"There is nothing In the business re- 


lations which have existed between us 
and the other members of the company," 
sold Giles today, "which,, would 
cause 


him to do this deed. Wo all knew that 
he was weary, that he was unable' to 
sleep and that he had been -workliur hard. 
He was taking a rest here and he was 
given a vacation for a month and he 
wns just about starting on that with the 
hope of returning a well and rested man. 
1 am the vlce-presldet.t of the company 
and was to have attended to all the busi- 
ness of his and my position during his 
absence. I never expected sucli an end- 
ins; of Mr. Rugg's life." 


There is a; slight difference between this 


statement of Mr. Giles and that of the 
father-in-law of the deceased, the latter 
of whom told a representative of this 
paper this morning that, during tho ab- 
sence of Mr. Rugg, the company was to 
elect another president to take his place 
but the intimation was that the substi- 
tution was of a temporary 
character 
only. 


The story of ilr. Cameron as to what 


took place In the home at the time of 
the tragedy is substantially told In the 
foregoing. with the exception of a few- 
minor features, personal to the deceased. 


"Rugg," hp said, "was born in the 


Slate .of Illinois and was 
thirty-nine 
years of age. He was married tn my 
daughter, 
Christine," 
he 
continued, 


"about a year ago last December 
His 


home Is on Clay street, near Leaven- 
wortli, ,San Francisco, but I do not know 
the number of the house. There are no 
children. 
Connected With Bank 


"He was formerly a. resident of this 


city. He was connected with the Contra! 
Bank in this city as paying or receiving 
teller, or some' capacity like that. 
He 


was there for several years. 


"Later, he went to occupy a similar 


position in the First National Bank of 
San Francisco, and after he had been 
there- for several months he returned to 
the Central Bank In this city. He went 
lo San Francisco before the fire and h. 
returned to this city shortly after 
the 


^earthquake. He was induced to return to 
the Central' Bank by Mr. Palmanteer, 
who was, at the time, the manager of 
the bank. 


VHe left the Central Bank for the pur- 


pose of engaging In the lithographic busi- 
ness and became president of the com- 
pany of which he was the head at the 
time of his death. 


.'i?°m<L;fears as°' lle was connected 
with a lithographic enterprise, I think as 
manager, and I believe that the head- 
quarters was In Los Angeles. That was 
about thrie years ago. There, he had 
the same kind of a .breaking down and 
he was compelled to leave oft work and 
take a rest and go under the care of ex- 
perts at a sanitarium In New York. The 
breaking down, this time, is therefore' 
the second one which he has e\'ne 
rlenced."

Rugg- was a man of fine proportions, but 


his nervous system was not in keeping 
with his muscular development and. as a 
consequence, he was compelled to' suc- 
cumb to the- mental fatigue which one 
would ordinarily believe, judging from his 
appearance./lie ought to have been able to 
withstand.

Navy 
Department 
to Spend 


$200,000 to Improve 


Service There 


WASHINGTON, Aug.3.—The Navy De- 


partment has decided to expend $200,000 
in improvements at California City point, 
all of which hnorove^rnents make for the 
accommodation of the largest ships in *he 
United States. 


This means to the -strategists that the 
proposed Increase of the fighting- force on 
the Pacific Coast shall be by means of 
battleships and not cruisers. 
There are now on the coast eight pow- 
erful armored cruisers. These were sent 
there In order to carry out the policy of 
President Roosevelt, as adopted by the 
N 
Tavy Department under President Taft, 
ay which it was proposed, and Is pro- 
posed, to maintain on the Pacific Coast a 
fle^t equal in fighting force to that of 
Japan. 
The general navy board is absolutely 
opposed to the sending of armored cruis- 
ers to the Pacific Coast, because even 1f 
thore were thirteen or fourteen of such 
fighting machines on that 
coast 
they 
would be merely spectacular and equal 
to Japan's force only numerically. 
Coal is Necessary 


President Roosevelt announced the new 
policy above stated very shortly before 
he left office. 
He stated, however, that 
that policy woul dnot be carried out until 
coal In abundance could be had at the 
proper places and in thf> quickest time 
on the Pacific Coast 
It was for this rea- 
son that he abandoned the Intention of 
sending a number of the battleships back 
again around the Horn after the comple- 
tion of their world cruise. He told one 
Senator that he intended to send at least 
four of the battleships back again to the 
Pacific Coast. 
In meeting the 
question of a depot 
for the enormous suoply the administra- 
tion has determined upon California City 
point, and so has decisively made 
San 
Francisco the center of all the naval 
operations in the Pacific. 
The experts 
say today that when they shall have 
completed what Is proposed at California 
City point they will see that there Is al- 
ways on hand a hundred thousand tons 
of coal. 
The 
Improvements at California City- 
point will consist of new wharves 
and 
dock, cranes, etc. for the 
lull 
equip- 
ment 
of a first-class coaling station. 
There will be plenty of room for a dock 
three hundred leet Ions. 


Had Battled Against Odds For 


Months, Then Gives Up

Pacing 
starvation, 
111 and 
without 
friends, Miss Elli Prlneles of 829 Wash- 
ing street, finding tho struggle for liveli- 
hood beyond her stiength, locked herself 
In her bedroom early last evening and, 
swallowing a quantity of an unknown 
poison, died two hours later at the Re- 
ceiving Hospital, where she was taken 
in an effort to save her life. 
Bioken by 111 healtn, the girl has sought 
surcease from her troubles for the past 
two years in drugs and was addicted, 
assert physicians who have attended her, 
to the morphine habit. Her arms wer" 
scarred and bruised hv the frequent in- 
jection of the tinv steel needle, and an 
empty bottle which contained the drug 
was found in her purse, together with 
a pawn ticket and a worn picture of a 
woman, presumably her mother. 
The 
Sir! was utterly without funds. 
Miss Prlngles has worked from time 
to time as a clerk in various retail stores 
in this city. 
A year ago she made an 
unsuccessful attempt to -end her life, and 
though she did not die she has never 
recovered from 
fhf effects of a dose cf 
lysol taken at t'mvt time. 
She was re- 
leased from 
the 
deceiving 
Hospital, 
where she was tuken Immediately after 
her attempt at suicide, in two weeks' 
:ime, 
but unable to work, was sent to 
he County Hospital, where she was un- 
der treatment for months. 
Last Cent Gone 
Leavinp-thera In February of this year 
she obtained a position in a local dry- 
goods store, which she lost recently be- 
cause of her in e^tilar attendance, due 
to ill health. 
Sin^e then her carefully 
loarded and pitifully airall savings have 
seen expended on the hare necessities of 
ife, and the purchasing of drugs to which 
she was addicted. Her last penny was 
spent on Sunday night, according to a 
woman friend in the house where she 
Ived, and the girl spent yesterday in a 
fruitless search for work. 
Returning1 to rter tiny hall bedroom 
juat before seven o'clock, hungry and 
tired, she lockod herself in and swallow- 
ng the poison threw herself down to die. 
The dull thud of the, falling body 
at- 
iracted the attention of other inmates of 
.he house, and rushing to the door of 
the girl's room, they broke into the 
apartment to flnd her writhing' in mor- 
:al agony. 
Dies at Hospital 


The police were hastily summoned and 
:he dying girl rushed to the Receiving 
3:>spital, where every effort* was made 
to save her life. The stomach pump wa^ 
applied as a last ie«jnrt, but failing to 
respond to the trsatment, slie died an 
lour later in excruiating pain. 
Reserved, even unfriendly in hf»r at- 
titude, the dead girl had no friends, atad

TWO NEW COURSES IN 


ENTOMOLOGY AT U. C. 


BERKFiLEY, Aug. 5.—Among the now 


courses at the. University this year will 
be lectures on agricultural and veterinary 
entomology.

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Good Roads for Yosemite 


The travel into Yosemite Valley has been unprecedent- 


ed!}' large this season, owing to the construction of the 
railroad up the Merced river, which lands the tourist 
at the portal of the wonderful gorge. The railway has 
made the valley easy of access, lessened the time and 
expense of the trip, and deprived it of many of the 
fatigues and discomforts encountered in the days of long 
stage rides. 
Ne-xt year the travel promises to be much 


heavier, and will continue to increase in volume if good 
roads and adequate accommodations 
are provided for 


visitors. 


There is much complaint, however, about the condition 


of the roads in the valley, particularly the highway lead- 
ing from El Portal, the railroad teminus, to the Cas- 
cades. For six miles this road runs through a magnih- 
cetit gorge, affording a ride of rare picturesque beauty 
as a preliminary to the scenic wonders of the valley 
but for the jolting and dust of a rough unsprinkled road. 
The road improvements promised when the State ceded 
the valley back to the National Government have not 
been made; the drives in the valley are in poor condition, 
and the former stage roads leading to it have been per- 
mitted to fall into bad repair. In short, the Government 
has not yet done for Yosemite Valley and the National 
park surrounding it what has been done for Yellowstone 
park. This is a matter requiring the urgent attention 
of all the California representatives in Congress. 


San Francisco business men do not seem to realize the 


importance of Yosemite as a commercial asset. They are 
disposed to regard the benefits of the travel it attracts 
as purely local, whereas, San Francisco is the chief bene- 
ficiary of the tourist traffic in and out of the valley. The 
local tradesmen in and around Yosemite draw their sup- 
plies from San Francisco; that city is the rendezvous of all 
tourists who come to California with the intention of 
visiting Yosemite, and its hotels, cafes, theaters, etc., de- 
rive a substantial profit from every visitor. 
Hence the 


business men of San Francisco should exert their influ- 
ence with Congressional representatives to have a com- 
plete system of highways constructed in the National 
park. 


Every point of interest, not only in the valley but the 


whole Sierra region of which it is the center, should be 
made accessible by fine roads wherever possible, and by 
trail where driveways are physically inadmissible. 
By 


laying open the heart of the mountains to the visitor a 
vast and ever increasing volume of travel will be brought 
to this State, to advertise its beauties to the world and 
swell the profits of all classes of purveyors and trades- 
men. 
It is the duty of the Government, having taken 


over, the Yosemite and set aside the great forest reserve 
around it fo' a National park, to provide means of access. 
Those mems will be speedily provided if the people of 
Californ'a will only energetically insist on it. This is a 
matter that should be taken up by the press and public 
.bodies all over the State. 
Good roads for the Yosemite 


•wiffoe of tremendous benefit to every interest in Cali- 
fornia, and hence there should be united effort to obtain 
them. 


Pacific Battleship Fleet. 


The announcement is now made by the Navy Depart- 


ment at Washington that batleships will be substituted 
later on for the eight armored cruisers stationed on the 
Pacific Coast in order to place the fleet on an equal 
footing with Japan. 
At ^present the Pacific armored 


cruiser fleet is only numerically equal to Japan's navy, 
but not equal in effective fighting force. The Xavy De- 
partment has been a long time in understanding this fact, 
which was forcibly dealt upon at the time the Atlantic 
battleship fleet was in San Francisco bay on its all-round 
the world voyage, as one of the reasons why a large 
part of it should be detached and stationed on the Pacific 
Coast. 
Probably the real reason why the Navy Depart- 


ment makes the announcement of a change in its plans 
for the naval defense of the Pacific Coast at this time is to 
offset the recent semi-official announcement made by the 
Canadian government of its intention to develop a battle- 
ship fleet of equal strength for the protection of the At- 
lantic and Pacific coasts of the Dominion and construct 
naval dockyards, remantle and re-man its forts and naval 
stations and build a new naval stronghold at Port Rupert, 
the Pacific Coast terminus of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
railroad now in course of construction. 


The United, States Government can not afford to con- 


tinue to neglect its western coast and leave it exposed 
indefinitely to the possibility of attack by either of the 
fleets of two naval powers, even though we are on terms 
of amity with them. 
Canada realizes that the Pacific 


ocean is the future scene of commercial 
activity and 


development, and while the fleet which she intends burld- 
ing for service on the Pacific Coast is intended as an 
auxiliary to the imperial British navy it is also meant 
to look after her 'own interests in Pacific commerce and 
be in a position to give them proper protection. 
Canadafe 


action is forcing our own Xavy Department to follow suit 
and carry out a plan of naval protection for its -western 
seaboard which it refused to consider two years ago 
when the Pacific States, were appealing to it to provide it. 


The surveyors of the Oakland and Antioch Electric 


Railway Company, which was recently granted a permit 
by the Alameda county Board of Supervisors to use the 
southern end of the county tunnel for its track, arc lay- 
ing out thc^route on each side of the Contra Costa range. 
The promoters of the enterprise are arranging to push 
the construction of the road with all possible expedition. 
The carrying out of their plans will put Oakland in direct 
rapid transit connection with the most productive sections 
of Contra Costa county and divert the trade of that rich 
territory this way, besides opening up the latter to a 
denser settlement than it now has, all of which means 
an increased business to itself and to this city.

Electric Origin of Earthquakes 


The mid-section of old Mother Earth has been very 


much disturbed by earthquakes for several years past. 
During this long period of seismic disturbance earth- 
quakes have encircled the globe within the semi-tropic 
and equatorial belts. The more disastrous to human life 
and property have not, like the Jamaican and Martinque 
disturbances, been due to volcanic action. 
The greater 


earthquakes of this period of seismic uneasiness, namely, 
that of San Francisco and Messina, •"/hich established 
world records in the matter of mortality and the destruc- 
tion of property, were not attributable to volcanic ac- 
tivity. San Francisco is in a dead volcanic belt, and the 
vents of the Mediterranean volcanoes were quiescent 
when Messina and cities and towns in Calabria on the 
opposite mainland shoies of the strait of Messina were 
destroyed. For the want of a better explanation of both 
catastrophes they were conveniently charged to geologi- 
cal displacement and subsidence, although no satisfactory 
proof of displacement in the geographical formation of 
the San Francisco peninsula has been obtained and ma- 
rine surveys of the strait and harbor of Messina have 
shown no signs of subsidence in the soundings, such as 
would have been reasonable to expect if subsidence had 
been the cause of that disastrous earthquake. 
Since the 


latter occurred both shores of the Mediterranean have 
been severely shaken at various points, many of them 
remote from any living volcano and unaccompanied by 
any sign of volcanic activity such as was in evidence in 
the West Indian islands of Martinique and St. Vincent 
when the city of St. Pierre was destroyed. 


Now conies the news from Central Mexico of a long 


series of earthquakes during the past week which have 
destroyed some minor towns and done much damage 
to many of the more important buildings in the City 
of Mexico. One report says that the severer shocks were 
accompanied by the phenomena of electric storms; which 
may be accepted as corroborative evidence of the theory 
of the electric origin of many of the earthquakes of mod- 
ern times. The scientific world is slow to adopt the 
theory, but it is the most rational yet advanced in those 
instances where the proof of subsidence, displacement or 
volcanic action is lacking. 
At most points where the 


most destructive earthquakes of recent years have oc- 
curred there has been an enormous concentration of elec- 
tric energy artificially produced. 
Electricity is an ele- 


ment in nature concerning which we have no definite 
knowledge. The latter is confined solely to the manner 
in which it can be developed and employed. What comes 
of it after producing certain visible results in escaping 
from. the_ bonds in which human intelligence temporarily 
confines it is unknown. There is strong reason to assume 
that the earth in the region where it is thus concentrated 
becomes a great storage plant and when surcharged, like 
an electrically charged cloud, bursts the earth battery, 
as il ruptures the surcharged cloud, and that its escape 
into the atmosphere is noted by the phenomenon of an 
earthquake shock. The accompaniment of electric storms 
in the heavens, such as were in evidence in the Mexican 
earthquakes last week, lend plausibility at least to this 
theory.

COMPULSORY ARMY SERVICE 


COMING IN GREAT BRITAIN? 


'Should the bill that has been introduced 


by Lord Roberts into the British house of 
lords become a law, Great Britain will 
abandon her historic policy of an army, 
recruited by voluntary enlistments only, 
and adopt a plan for "military efficiency 
somewhat similar to that in use in Ger- 
many and other nations of continental 
Europe. 
The 
significance 
of such a 


change would be great, almost- startling, 
to the rest 'of the civilized world. In- 
dlvidralism and ideas1 of individual Iree- 
dom heretofore have found their strong- 
hold In Britain. Are such ideas to be 
abandoned because of tho needs, defen- 
sive and offensive, of a nation that here- 
tofore has placed Its reliance chiefly upon 
its navy? This Question Is being asked 
very 
generally 
and 
very 
earnestly 


throughout the British Empire, while the 
rest of the civilized world is by no means 
indifferent to its answer. 


Lord Roberts' bill provides that every 


British subject In the United Kingdom, 
between the ages of 18 and 30 years, shall 
be trained to arms. The training is, to be 
normally within four consecutive years, 
but in exceptional cases It may be from 
the second to the fifth or the third to 
the sixth year of the prescribed course. 
The first year's training will be four 
months in the infantry and not less than 
four months in the other branches of the 
military service. 
In each of the next 


four years there must be fifteen days' 
tiaining and attendance upon a course in 
musketry and drills. Liability to service 
in case of notional danger is to bo gen- 
eral.

The league is 
highly in favor of the plan, and so nre 
military men generally in England. Al^ 
ready, however, the opposition to the plan 
is formidable. Lord Lucas in the house 
of lords has characterized it as "costly 
and unworkable." He condemns it on the 
ground that it would disorganize, labor 
and would create unmanageable problems 
of unemployment, besides being ruinous 
to the regular army and bound to make 
the military establishment of tha empire 
as costly as the naval. In favor of the 
plan are many zealous Englishmen of 
prominence, Including the Bishops of 35x- 
eter, Bath and Wells, who argue that 
military training would benefit the masses 
by Improving their physical condition and 
so Increasing their efficiency as workmen. 


It is proposed to exempt from military 


service under the plan of Lord Roberts 
only persons who have ha-3 commislons 
as officers, those who have served as non- 
commissioned officers or men for not less 
than three years in the navy or the reg- 
ular nrmy, those who have served for not' 
less than three years in any police force 
of the United Kingdom, oil sons of 
widows whose mothers are 
elependent 


upon them for support, all ministers of 
religion, all persons unfit physically or 
mentally, all persons whom the 
army 


council may think It desirable to exempt 
in the Interests of the public service, 
and all persons unfit by reason of un- 
desirable habits or bad character. Every 
person exempted or disqualified, however, 
must pay to the national treasury a sum 
equal to 1 per cent of his Income, should 
that exceed $200 a year. 
Any person 


refusing to comply with these terms is to 
bo refused any office in the service of the 
crown, be incapable of voting at any par- 
liamentary election and be disqualified 
for leceivlng an "old-age pension. Thehe 
provisions seem calculated to bring prac- 
tically the whole of the population of the 
United Kingdom under military training, 
should Lord Roberts' bill become a law.

salary except at the appointed time for 
the "ghost to walk."

reforms planned for the protection of de- 
posi.tors In State !>anks and for the se- 
curity ' of California farmers'

were announced yesterday by Alden An- 
derson, State superintendent of banking. 
He has made an exhaustive study of 
State banks reports and has come to the 
conclusion that by reason of loose In- 
dulgence in overdrafts, heav.y loans on not 
over-carefully scrutinized collateral and 
by negligent attention to details of the 
law, no fewer than 
thirty-five 
State 


banks are suffering from Impaired or de- 
ficient capital. 
These financial Institu- 


tions are among tho ones of minor im- 
portance in ths State. 
60 Days to Make Right 


Superintendent 
Anderson 
has given 


them sixty days to comply with the re- 
quirement. 
He believes that they will 


rectify their books in the required time, 


Anderson expresses the opinion that -the 


general public has 
np reason 
to 
be 


alarmed at his action, because it is done 
for tlie protection of the public and for 
the further reason that with the excep- 
tion of these he has notified, the 400 b^cl 
banks under his authority are in good 
shape. 


The new banking- law in effect July 1 


provides a minimum of $25,000 capita! 
stock for any bank In California subject 
to State control. If a bank sees fit to 
have mere than that amount of capital 
st«4ck it must keep it all intact. - Every 
time the superintendent calls for a report 
from a bank it must clearly set forth 
the condition of its capital. 
Want List of Loans 


Anderson, In addition tos other reforms, 


has decided to get a list of all -the large 
borrowers of every bank and their col- 
laterals. 
With this list he can go at any 


time to these borrowers " and thus check 
up the reported Joans and collaterals. 
He has also decided to send into the 
field half a dozen or more expert exam- 
iners to go over the books of all the 
banks.

"I am simply trying' to do my duty,"

They are Instructed to 


give exact facts as they find them. 


"It is not good banking to have 'over 


drafts, either secured or unsecured. 
1 


there are secured overdrafts they shonli 
be put under the head of loans, iyher« 
they properly belong, and be treated_as 
such. 


It Is a felony now for an officer 01 


employe of a bank to have an overdraft 
Unsecured overdrafts should not be al- 
lowed save where they are of a most 
temporary or transitory character."

BIG SUIT FOR DAMAGES 


California Development Com- 
pany Responsible for Flood- 


ing of the Salton Bgsin 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. S.—The United 


States circuit court of appeals .decided 
yesterday that the town of Pomona, in 
southern California, had no constitutional 
right to cha.rge the Sunset Telephone 
ana Telegraph Company for a franchise 
to operate within the town limits. 
The 


court further decided tliat the telephone 
and establish their service within the 
town limits, providing 
the corporation 


complied with such regulations that might 
be In force and pa.it of the government 
of the municipality. 


The case of the telephone company 


against the town of Pomona came be- 
fore the higher court from the United 
States circuit 
court 
of the southern 


district of ths 
State, 
wliere 
United 


States Judge (Dim Wellborn decided In 
favor of Pomona. 
The judgment of the 


lower court Is reversd, with directions 
to rater judgment for the complainant. 
The opinion was written by Circuit Judge 
Krsklne M. Ross and' concurred in by 
Circuit Judge W. W. Morrow. 
To their 


judgment Circuit Judge William B. Gil- 
bert, dissented, although his opinion was 
not handed down yesterday. 


Big Damage Suit 


After four years of litigation .the United 


States Circuit Court of Appeals decided 
that tiie California Development Corpr 
pany was directly responsible for the 
flooding of the Salf.pt! basin, below Im- 
perial valley; in southern California, and 
sustained the lower court in awarding 
$451,746.23 damages to .the New Liverpool 
Salt Company, whose land and plant now 
He at the bottom of a lake 80 miles* long 
and 75 feet deep. The opinion, which fills 
forty-nine pages, was written by Circuit 
Judge W. \y. Morrow, and was concurred 
in by Circuit Judges "William B.'Gilbert 
and Erskine M. Ross. Tap Court of Ap- 
peals found that the development com- 
pany had not installed proper locks and 
eatfrs at the_ takejns of the irrigation 
system, ancl, riot being able to control the 
amount of water Rowing Into the canals 
ifroni the Colorado river, was repp 
for the 
floods.

Dismiss Appeal 


In the ipatter of Albert W. Cunning- 


ham, administrator 
of the 
estate of 


Henry H. Cunningham, against James 
Linn Rogers, consul "general * of 
the 


United .States at Shanghai, China, on 
appeal <from the United States Court In 
China, the appeal was dismissed. It was 
charged that Consul Genera] Rogers used 
fraud and unffiir means in probating the 
estate of Cunningham. 
It was 
found 


that the appeal wag not from the final 
judgment of the China court and could 
not, 
for that reason, be enterjalned. Fur- 


ther objection was found to the appeal 
Inasniuch as the action w,a,s at law, and 
tn,e rase could only have been brought 
to the cou^rt of appeals upon a writ of 
error.

Supervisors, when the subject of deter- 
r.Inlng whether that body or the City 
Council of Oakland shoujd make a l«vy 
for the maintenance of the primary osd 
grammar schools of the Oakland School 
District 


"It looks to me." said City Superin- 


tendent of Schools 
McClvmoncIa, 
who 


was present, "as if the fixing of the" 
lax-rate was to" be done at the enpen^e 
of the schools." 


"Itxwill make our tax-levy so much 


ilgher that It will prevent people who' 
want to do business from investing In 
Alameda county. They will receive the 
Impression that the tax-rate IB always 
:oing higher, when the Supervisors have 
jeen dolnsr all they could to keep It down 
to tire lowest possible figure.*' 


Supervisors Fpss and Mulling shared 


the opposition of the othir members oC 
trie board to assuming, on the cart of 
the county, the responsibility for the 
lax-levy for the support of the public 
schools of Oakland School District, all 
the more so for the reason that Ala- 
incUa and Berkeley had Indicated that 
they would levy a tax of their own to 
supplement what they 
would 
receive 


from the county and state to support 
their schools. . 


The discussion waa occasioned by the 


passage of a law at the last legislature 
which makes It obligatory upon super- 
visors to provide a levy for the support 
of hlgft schools, but which leaves It dis- 
cretionary with such board! to make a 
levy or otherwise foe the support also 
of primary and grammar schools. 
Referred-Back to Council 


At the conclusion of * consideration 


of the whole matter In executive session, 
the supervisors-agreed tliat they wjuld 
refer the subject of levying a tax tor 
the common schools back to the Oakland 
Council and that If the latter body made 
no provision for its own schools, the su- 
pervisors would only make the same levy 
it mads one year ago, namely, 30 cents 
on the ona hundred dollars' valuation, 
which would be apportioned to all the 
schools of the county, including those of 
Oakland, in1 proportion to their per capita 
attendance. 


At the same time, however, thft super- 


visors agreed, because it was obligatory 
for them under the law so to do, £o make 


levy for the support of tlio high 


schools. ' Lajst year there was a special 
levy for" the Oakland schools, of about 
35 cents and McClymounds said that at 
least that ^amount 
and perhaps 
more 


would *have to* be raised this year, by 
some .board, either the supervisors or 
the Oakland City Council. 


The subject was opened by District 


Attorney Donahue, who briefly set forth 
tho features of the law referred to. He 
said that the finances of tho county 
were never in ^ a better condition than 
they are at the present time. That was 
duo to th? painstaking efforts of 
the 


supervisors to run 'the county la an 
economical manner. 
It was annoying 


therefore that at such a time there were 
additional ozllgatjons Imposed on 
the 


supervisors by the 
law 
In 
question, 


which made it obligatory 
upon 
the 


board to provide In the levy for the 
support of high "schools. 
It was i 


obligatory, however, for the beard* to 
make a levy for the support of the com- 
mon schools. The law, he declared, said 
that board might moke, but did not in- 
sist that It must make such a levy. _ 


Superintendent 
McClytnonds 
said he 
was anxious to have the schools provided 
for by one or other of the boards' ,He 
had been informed by the cliairrfian oj 
the financial committee of the City Coun- 
cil that that body would .not make a levy 
for the support of the schools <if Oakland 
and also, by the auditor and mayor that 
the counclf could pot make such a levy 
Clerk Cook said th«rH wag no

visors did not make the levy he would 
ffo back to the council. He did not wish 
to^-fall between th-i two boards. 
Supervisor Kelly said that Ihe mak-

Supervisor Mulllns asked McClymonds 
if the city's budget had as yet

ing the title of heavyweight champion. Jim Jeffries has posted $5000 
with a New York sporting editor to go as a forfeit for a match with 
Jack Johnson. To be perfectly fair with Mr. Jeffries he has acted in 
a manner that would lead us to cblieve that he "meant business. It 
took him a long time to get started, but now he seems ready to be 
reasonable. That is we will give him the benefit of the doubt until 
such time as he comes face to face with the big colored man and 
demands something that might be likened to the kid who asked the 
other to knock the'stick off his shoulder when he knew very well he 
would not do so. 


Johnson has said right along that he was ready to cover any
